MINOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Measles.  Became  epidemic  in  January  and  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  villages  in  the  Western  portion  of 
the  District  were  chiefly  involved.  Very  few  of  the  evacuated 
children  were  affected.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type  and 
there  were  no  deaths.

Hostel.  A Hostel  for  the  reception  of  children  suffer- 
ing from  Scabies  and  Septic  Skin  conditions  has  been 
established  in  the  village  of  Snaith.  This  Institution  has 
proved  of  the  greatest  usefulness,  as  without  it  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  cope  with  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies. 
Great  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  the  endeavour  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  this  condition.  An  evacuee  child 
found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  is  at  once  removed  to 
the  hostel  and  the  bedding  from  the  home  is  removed  for 
disinfestation.  But  it  is  frequently  found  that  there  are  other 
cases  of  the  condition  among  the  ordinary  members  of  the 
family  for  whom  no  institutional  treatment  is  available.  It 
thus  becomes  impossible  to  break  the  vicious  circle. 


HOUSING. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  any  routine  work. 

Seven  houses  previously  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Act  have  been  utilised  to  accommodate  families  evacuated 
from  the  City  of  Hull.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Press  Notices  have  been  issued  to  the  effect  that  all 
Water  and  also  Milk  must  be  boiled,  in  the  event  of  the  water 
mains  being  damaged  by  enemy  action. 

Several  Conferences  have  been  held  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Royal  Air  Force  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  connection  with  the  steps  that  were  thought 
desirable  should  be  taken  towards  safeguarding  the  water 
supply. 


CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

Civilian  Deaths.  Temporary  Mortuaries  have  been 
earmarked  in  the  more  populous  Parishes  and  necessary 
equipment  has  been  obtained. 

Food  Supply.  Volunteers  for  the  handling  of  con- 
taminated Food  Stuffs  have  been  obtained  and  are  undergoing 
a course  of  lectures  on  gas. 

A mutual  assistance  scheme  has  been  entered  into  with 
the  Borough  of  Goole  by  which  Food  Stuffs  requiring  treat- 
ment will  be  removed  to  a centre  in  Goole,  and  mutual 
assistance  will  be  rendered  by  each  Authority. 
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
